30, about 6 o’clock, the mangled 
remains of David McDonald, a 
logger and woodsman, about 45 
years old, a native of Pennsylva¬ 
nia, in the employ of the West 
Virginia Spruce Lumber Compa¬ 
ny, was found on the top of Cheat 
Mountain, on the railroad track of 
the West Virginia Spruce Lum¬ 
ber Company. The Company’s 
Engine No t went up between 4 
and 5 o’clock the same morning, 
and struck ■him while sitting on the 
ends of the ties at well known 
spring just under die brow of the 
mountain.

LAYING T SPIRIT. 


Another Good Ghost Story Ruthless^ 
ly Destroyed by Skeptics. The 
Discuraged Ghost Takes Ref 
uge in a Girl's Shoe. 

About fifteen years ago a house 
in Hillsboro was reported to be 
haunted and for several weeks it 
was the talk of the whole country. 
The ghost was to be heard in the 
evening just after dark, and that 
being a convenient season for the 
neighbors to gather in, great 
crowds of people would come and 
listen to the ghost. 

Some believed that the noises 
were supernatural and others were 
trying to locate the sounds and 
were skeptical. 

The ghost would come up out 
of the well, tread softly into the 
kitchen, pass through the kitchen 
with muffled foot steps, enter the 
dining room and make ghostly 
noises, a wierd sound some thing 
like the soughing of the wind or a 
moan. Then the ghost could be 
heard to'walk back and go into 
the well. 

The way it was discovered was 
by a voung girl who was working 
at the place going to draw water 
from the well after dark. 

As often as she did this the 
ghostly footsteps would accompa¬ 
ny her into the house, make the 
bloood curdling sound, and g:i 
back to its lurking place in the 
well. For the sake of experiment 
the girl would call up the spirit 
time after time, walk through the 
house, followed by the ghostly 
footsteps in the presence of % 
large number of persons. 

It seemed impossible to locate 
the sounds, but after the country 
was thoroughly divided on ‘.he 
question, some young men, by 
watching the girl at the time the 
sighing sound was made, saw her 
breath on the frosty air. Being 
accused of causing the excitement 
she 'admitted it, and showed. how 
she made the sound of foot step; 
by manipulating her toes on the 
inside of her big heavy shoes. The 
tapping sound caused by her big 
toe placed on top of the second 
toe and snapped off, caused the 
ghostly footsteps, and a ventrilo- 
quistic faculty of making wierd 
noises without moving a muscle 
of the face enabled her to make 
the ghostly sound. 

The First Person Photographed 

Rev Carr Moore writes from 
Bridgewater, Rockingham Coun¬ 
ty, Virginia to a Philadelphia pa¬ 
per an interesting fact concern¬ 
ing Miss Anna C. Draper, who 
died at Hastings, New York last 
December in her ninety-fifth year.
